When, therefore, it is said that The Times in the 
last few years has been giving a lesson in novel en- 
terprise to the newspapers of the world the state- 
ment seems the wildest kind of a paradox.

“The only differences, therefore, between The 
Times’s circulating library and others were the three 
following simple, but important, things: First, The 
Times gave the books at once on publication to as 
many subscribers as asked for them; second, it gave 
clean copies without any labels plastered on the cov- 
ers, and, third, it sold the books while they were still 
comparatively new. Other circulating libraries 
bought as few copies as they could, causing each copy 
to be read as many times as possible. The more 
people who in turn took out a particular book the 
better pleased the library was. When the libraries 
could not circulate the books any more they sold them 
to their subscribers, and naturally, as they did not 
sell them soon after publication, because they kept 
them circulating so long, they sold them very cheap, 
or no one would buy.

“The public will eventually see, both in this coun- 
try and in England, that it is not to the interest of 
the public that books should be brought out at such 
In this country one man has recently 
brought out new $1.50 novels at 50 cents. With 
what result?

“The fact that literary plays are presented and 
that the theatregoer ignores them shows conclusively 
that the literary plays are poor, all literature and no 
play, which [fn the theatre is than being all 
play and no literature, or else that there are condi- 
tions in the theatre that do not enter into the making 
of literature. I assure you that in most of my plays I 
try to convey a thought approximately new to theatre- 
goers, or an old story in a progressively new way. 
For instance, ‘The Woman in the Case’ was produced 
three weeks after the Nan Patterson trial, and I was 
consequently suspected of having written it around a 
sensational contemporary incident. I had been plan- 
ning the play for two years. My intention was to 
tame down the usual stage version of murder, to 
wash off the melodramatic paint with which it had 
been usually presented. And I wanted to offer a type 
of American woman who believed in the man she 
loved against all the world, because of her unerring 
intuition, not because of her sentiment for the man

‘“‘In ‘Nathan Hale’ I violated certain traditions of 


the popular theatre by ending my play fora comedian 
with a death scene. I did the same thing in ‘ Barbara 
Frietchie,’ but in both instances the violation was 
artistically true and intetfered in no way with pop- 
ular success. In ‘ The Climbers’ I attempted a satire 
on that pathetic social feature of the world, the peo- 
ple who are the climbers of society.

“In this case,” he explained, “ Jesus called forth 
His powers and exercised them in the same way as 
the successful magnetizer and hypnotist of the pres- 
ent: A glance over the miraculous cures of Jesus 
will show conclusively that they were accomplished 
by a method similar to that known to-day aé sugges- 
tive therapeutics. 

“ou will note that He enjoined the same condi- 
tions, in the healing of the daughter of Jairus, that 
are necessary to the success of the mental healer of 


the present. 

‘““We teach and clearly explain, .in our course of 
twenty lessons, all the conditions necessary to suc- 
cess, and verify Christ’s saying wherein He states: 
‘The works that I do ye shall do also, and greater 
works thai these shall ye do.’ 

“We have demonstrated the fact that the prin- 
ciples which underlie the secret of Jesus’ power 
were governed by the same law which controls the 
mysterious power of magnetism, hypnotism, and sug- 
gestion, and have formulated rules whereby this 
power may be acquired and applied with scientific 


accuracy.” . 
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Dr. Frank’s method of working his “ hypnotic 
miracles’? was simple. The confederate was placed 
on a couch, and there, under the influence of Dr. 
Frank's hypnotic eye, would sink into a deep sleep. 
At the psychological moment the sleeper would cry 
out. as in a dream, “ Your spirit is transferred to 
mine!’’ and then proceed to describe the diseases 
from which the dupe was supposed to be suffering, 
and for which Dr. Frank, of course, had the infallible 
remedies. 

Another hypnotic doctor, subsequently treated by 
the society’s legal department, had a little glass tube 
with a spiral wire attachment with which to cure all 
diseases. At this wire the confiding patient was told 
to gaze fixedly, crying at intervals, ‘I will be cured! 
I will be cured!’ There was nothing more required 
of the patient than this simple ceremony—this and a 
fee beyond the dream of the average medical prac- 
titioner—and the cure resulting for it was said to be 
unfailing.

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of certain medical practitioners. In this case “ Prof.” 
Matthew H. Hilgert, assisted by Dr. Albert White- 
house, an osteopath, advertised to cure all the phys- 
jeal ills of mankind by the use of Hilgert’s ‘“ magic 
mechanico-physiological"’ boots. ‘“ Prof.” Hilgert is 
charged by the County Medical Society with prac- 
ticing medicine without a certificate. It is claimed 
that “ Prof."’ Hilgert has. sold his “‘ magic boots” at 
prices ranging from $1,000 to $5,000 a pair. The 
wearing of these boots, whose medicinal virtues, ac- 
cording to “ Prof.’’ Hilgert, are the result of twenty- 
seven years’ careful study, is an infallible remedy in 
all disease. Statements made in the complaint 
against “ Prof.”. Hilgert are to the effect that as a 
result of using the “‘ curative footgear method ” chil- 
fren have become so seriously crippled that it is 
doubtful if they will ever be cured of their ailments. 
It is claimed that-medicines and drugs are used in the 
magic ointment with which the Hilgert boots are 
charged. .

Recently the County Medical Society made an ef- 
fort to have the laws against bogus medical practi- 
tioners extended so as to include the licensed physi- 
cians who walk in the shady ways of the profession, 
and who, by reason of their legitimate standing in the 
latter, are able to play the impostor with a degree of 
bravado that the unlicensed doctor would scarcely 
dare attempt. It is this more dangerous form of medi- 
cal fraud that is just new-occupying the attention of 
the officials of the legal department, and for the suc- 
cessful prosecution of which, it is believed, the new 
National society will furnish a most effective weapon. 

The idea of this National society did not originate 
at last week's centennial meeting. It grew out of a 
lecture delivered by Mr. Andrews before the Medical 
Jurisprudence Society of Philadelphia in March, after 
which it was taken up and elaborated by a number 
of medica! organizations in this city, receiving the 
indorsement as well of such men as Cardinal Gibbons 
and Luther Burbank. - The movement thus inaugu- 
rated has won the co-operation of over a hundred so- 
cieties, and Mr. Andrews reports that delegates are 
now being appointed from every section of the United 
States, from every sort of publie service society, to 
take part in the preliminary conference to be held in 
this city on the 15th of this month. 

According to Mr. Andrews the new society will 
have branches in every State in the Union and in 
every city of any size in the country, these local 
branches to carry on the work against quackery 
charlatanism, and kindred subjects. It is also pro- 
posed that physicians shall take a secondary part in 
the society, the burdens and duties of the latter be- 
ing placed as far as possible on members of the com- 
munity other than those who are members of the 
medical profession. Basing his estimate on the in- 
dorsements received from various organizations i 
this city, Baston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
cago, Mr. Andrews predicts that the new 
start with a membership of 20,000. 
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To a Times reporter Mr. Andrews outlined the 
work of the proposed society as follows: 


“ All physicians, whether licensed or not, engaged 
in questionable practice, not necessarily criminal, 
will be brought before the Board of State Regents on 
charges preferred by officers of the society and regu- 
larly tried. These trials, and the penalties growing 
from them, will résemble the actions and penalties to 
which a lawyer, suspected of irregular practice, is 
subjected in disbarment proceedings. 

‘We shall seek to prevent the incorporation of 
any medical company in a community using as its 
title the name of an individual, whether physician or 
layman, and we shall endeavor to competl.all medical 
companies not using the name of an individual to 
post on their signs the names of the physicians who 
are actual practitioners of such companies. 

‘We shall secure evidence and present it to the 
Federal authorities in ‘regard to all those medical 
companies conducting their business through the 
mails. These companiés, os sending out fraudulent 
mail matter, are acang in violation of the laws. The 
jaws applying to such cases, however, are seldom 
operative, simply through lack of evidence. 

‘The society will have a chemical department, 
whose province it will be to detect the adulteration of 
foods and drugs. Had this society been in existence 
at the time of the beef scandal, and had the Pure 
Food bill been a law, it would have been our obvious 
duty, through the operation of this proposed chemica: 
department, to proceed criminally against those who 
were responsible among the beef packers. 

“We will take careful measures to expose the false 
claims of quack doctors and their remedies, especialiy 
as those claims are made by them in their literature 
and advertisements. For instance, in our trolleys 
and Subways one reads an alluring notice of some 
remedy used by a medical company; our society could 
make an analysis of the remedy, which it would dis 
play alongside the medical company’s advertisement, 

“The society will conduct a bureau where the 
public can, without charge, get accurate information 
regarding foodstuffs, advertised medical remedies, 
and medical companies. 

The physician who violates the law prohibiting 
criminal operations will be prosecuted by the society. 
Actions will be brought also against those medical 
companies or practitioners who take money from the 
credulous on false pretenses—such impostors, for in- 
stance, as those who claim to have an infallible cure 
for consumption, the beauty doctors, the man with 
some electric panacea. 

“The society will work for the enactment of such 
legislation as experience has shown to be necessary 
for the successful conviction of every form of quack- 
ery. At present the laws are by no means adequate 
in this respect, and call for considerable amendment 
and elaboration, the advocacy of which will be the 
society’s constant aim. 

“Then there will be ample opportunities for an 
organization of this kind to enforce the law without 
going to court. The quack doctor, whose business is 
questionable, as soon as he realizes from letters sent 
to him from the society that he is under espionage, 
will, in all probability, either modify or close up his 
practice rather than risk the danger arlsing from 
criminal proceedings.

Those 
three little volumes were all that a

| Acting a Fine Art in France. 


Now, if we turn from England to 
|France and survey the French theatre 
j}and the French drama, we shall find that 
there has been an almost ~ continuous 
| stream of great writers for the stage from 
| Moliére onward to the present time. In 
|the seventeenth century, Moli¢re stands 
jnot only at the head of the French 
|drama, but also at the head of French 
literature, holding the same relative place 
}as did Shakespeare in England half a 
jcentury earlier. If France were asked, 
“Who of your sons since Moliére dare 
claim the garland of eternal and univer- 
sal renown? Who in your later days is 
fit to stand in the circle of Homer, Virgil, 
| Dante, Shakespeare, Milton, and Goethe?’ 





j|—if France were asked that question, I 
; Suppose she could only send in the names 
of two candidates—Voltaire and Victor 
Hugo. But these, her two most famous 
men of letters in the eighteenth and nine- 
teenth centuries, are also her leading 
| playwrights. As Moliére in his century 
| headed both Hterature and drama, so do 
Voltaire and Victor Hugo in theirs. But 
what a crowd of illustrious companions 
|} Swarm round these great men. Look 
down the long list of them—Regnard, Mar- 
ivaux, Beaumarchais, Dumas, Alfred de 
| Musset, Casmir Delavigne, Dumas fils, 
Augier, Labiche, not to mention half a 
}dozen living writers who are yearly throw. 
ing out powerful dramas dealing faith- 
fully, sincerely, and searchingly with the 
vital characters, scenes, and issues of our 
modern social life. Take the long list of 
French writers of the first rank, and you 
will scarcely find one who has not been 





| more or less successful on the stage. The| 
French theatre has not been merely in 
constant touch with French literature; the | 


French theatre and French literature have | 
| been wedded to each other for the last 200 | 
years, bone of one bone and flesh of one 
flesh. Every play by a leading French 
| playwright is not only eagerly discussed 
| and judged in the theatre; it is immediate- 
|ly published and eagerly discussed and 
judged as literature. A year or two ago I 
; remember taking up at a little wayside 
French bookstall a copy of the two hun- 
dred and eightieth thousand of “* Cyrano 
de Bergerac.”’ 

Further, during those two centuries, 
there has been a constant method of 
training actors and actresses. Acting is 
known to be a great art in France. The 
all-round performance of a strong emo- 
| tional play in Paris is immeasurably above | 
the all-round performance’of a strong 
| emotional play,in London; while the exhi- 
bition of quite amateur performers in 
leading parts, such as js not’rarely seen 
on the London stage, would be a thing 
disgraceful or impossible in any leading 
city of France, to say nothing of Paris. 
Again, in France the drama is reckoned 
as a fine art, and is judged on that level; 
that is, as a means of providing amuse- 
ment by the representation and interpre- 
tation of life. The French are a nation 
of cultivated playgoers, alert to seize the 
finest shades of the actor’s and the au- 
thor’s meaning. In England the great 
mass of playgoers have lost all sense 
that the drama is the art of representing | 
| life, and go to the theatre mainly to be 
awed by scenery, or to be tickled by 
funny antics and songs and dances that| 
| have no relation to life, and merely pro- 
vide a means of wasting the evening in 
entertainments not far removed from 
idiocy. ' 





The Puritan Blight. 


If the English drama for 200 years 
makes a beggarly show when looked at 
by itself, how abject and meagre and ut- 
terly despicable does it appear when com- 
| pared with the drama of France in the 
| same period. Once more we are brought 
around to the same question, ‘‘ What are 





the causes of the present pitiable condi- 
tion of the Anglo-American drama to- 
day?”" Again I claim that the Anglo- 
American race is naturally and instinc- 
tively a dramatic race; a race of action;

tory, and also for great exploits on the 
inner and smaller stage of the theatre.

We hold the world’s prize for 
drama. Why, then, are we so far to 
seek? Why are we lagging behindhand in 
this our own native art of the drama, 
where by right we should lead the other 
nations at our heels? How is it that these 
three poor thin volumes of plays are all 
that we have to show for 200 years, while 
of living, serious, operative, modern 
drama to-day America and England have 
barely a fragment that will stand the final 
test of a quiet hour in the study? 

The fundamental reason is to be found 
in the character of our race. We are a 
dramatic race; we are also a deeply re- 
ligious race. Religion easily runs riot to 
fear and meanness and madness, and 
creates abominable hells in its panic. 
After the mellow pomp of the Elizabethan’ 
age religion ran riot in England.’ We 
owe the imbecility and paralysis of our 
drama to-day to the insane rage of Puri-

The feeling of, horror and 
fright ‘of the theatre, engendered at tho 
Restoration, ig even to-day widely preva- 
lent and operative among religious classes 
tn England and America. It muddles and 
stupefies our drama, and degrades it from 
the rank of a fine art to the rank of a 
somewhat disreputable form of popular 
entertainment. 

I have pointed out what I Ddelieve to be 
the underlying cause of the intellectual 
degradation of the Anglo-American drama 
to-day. But, attendant on this primar} 
oause, are those other secondary and re- 
sultant causes and signs of degradation 
which we have glanced at in comparing 
the English and Frenoh drama. I will 
repeat them in the order of thefr import- 
ance: 


A Diagnosis of the Disease. 


(1) The divorce of the Bnglish drama 
from English literature, of which it ts 
indeed the highest and most difficult 
form, and of which it should be the chief 
ornament. Accompanying this divorce of 
literature and the drama is the contempt 
of English men of Jetters and literary 
critics for the theatro; their utter ig- 
norance of the difficultios of the dram- 
atist; their refusal to recognize the mod- 
ern drama as literature, which refusal 
again reacts upon the dramatist, and 
tends to lower the quality of his work, in- 
asmuch as he is left without encourage- 
ment, and without any appeal to high 
standards of Hterature and good taste. 

(2) The general absence from the Eng- 
lish theatre and from modern English 
plays of any sane, consistent, or intelli- 
gible ideas about morality; so that, while 
the inanities and indecencies of musical 
comedy are sniggered at and applauded, 


| the deepest permanent passions of men 


and women are tabooed, and the serious 
dramatist is bidden to keep his characters 
well within the compass of that system of 
morality which is practiced" among wax 
dolls. 

(8) The divorce of the English drama 
from its sister arts; its deposition from 
any assured place in the intellectual and 
artistic Hfe of the nation. 

(4) The absorption of the English drama 
into popular amusement; the absence of 


|}any high standard’ whereby to judge act- 


ing or plays; the absence of all great tra- 
ditions; the absence of all pride in the 
drama as a fine and humane and dignified 
art, 

(6) The want of a training school for 
actors-—the want of any means for giving 
promising novices a constant practice in 
varied réles, that they may gradually ac- 
quire a sure grip of their art, and make 
the best of their natural gifts; and that 
the author may have a sufficient supply 
of competent actors to interpret his char- 
acters in such a way that his play may 
be seen to good advantage. 

(6) The elevation of incompetent actors 
and actresses into false positions as stars, 
whereby, in the dearth of any general 
level of experienced and competent all- 
round acting, the possessop*df a pretty 
face or @ fine physique is able to dominate 
the situation, and to rule what plays shall 
be produced, and how they shall be cast 
and mounted; the general lack of all in- 
terest in the play, or in the author's study 
of life and character, apart from their 
being the vehicle for some star actor to 
put or keep himself in a leading position, 
with his actor brothers and-sisters as his 
satellites. 4 

(7) A widely spread dependence upon 
translations and adaptations of foreign 
plays, inasmuch as they can be bought at 
at a cheap rate, and the absence of any 
general care or knowledge as to what a 
national drama should be, are just as 
likely to provide the actor with a per- 
sonal and pecuniary success, while they 
also largely set him free from all obliga- 
tions to that chjectionable and interfering 
person, the author. 

Now all these discouraging symptoms 
and conditions of our modern drama 
which I have glanced at are inextricably 
related to each other; many of them are 
indeed only different aspects of the same 
facts; they are woven all of a piece with 
each other, and with that Puritan horror 
of the theatre which I believe to be the 
cardinal reason that neither America nor 
England has to-day an art of the drama 
at all worthy the dignity, the resources, 
and the self-respect of a great nation. 
Many of these discouraging symptoms 
and conditions are perhaps more widely 
prevalent, and more pronounced in Eng- 
land than in America. But I hope you 
will not think I have given an ill-natured 
or exaggerated sketch of the present con- 
dition of the Anglo-American drama. If I 
have wounded your susceptibilities, I 
have done it with the good intention of 
rendering you some small help in your 
noble design of building up a great na- 
tional school of American drama. And, 
as an Englishman, I must regretfully 
own that I see a great chance of your 
having a national theatre and a national 
drama, while we are left fumbling about 
among the grotesque futilities of French 
adaptations, and the imbecilities of mu- 
sical farce. 


The Play-going Public. - 


Now, if I have struck my finger on the 
place in pointing to the religious dread 
of the theatre, and the consequent ab- 
stention from it of the best and soundest 
elements of our nations—if I have traced 
our difficulties rnd shortcomings to their 
true source, it is clear that before we can 
hope for any signal advance in dramatic 
art, we must win over a large body of 
public opinion to our views. 

In their attitude toward the theatre and 
the drama, we may, I think, make a rough 
division of the Anglo-American public 
into three classes. Both in England and 
in America we have large masses, who 
may be counted by millions, of mere 
amusement seekers, newiy enfranchised 
from the prison house 6f Puritanism, 
eager to enjoy themselves at the theatre 
in the easiest way, without traditions, 
without any real judgment of plays or 
acting; mere children, with no care or 
thought beyond the delight of the mo- 
ment in finding themselves in a wonder 
house where impossibly heroic and self- 
sacrificing persons make love and do pro- 
digious deeds, and marry and live happily 
ever afterward; or in a funny house where 
funny people do all sorts of funny things. 
These form the great bulk, I think, of 
American and English playgoers. Then 
we have a very large class of moderate, 
reasonable, respectable people, who go to 
the theatre occasionally, but with some 
feeling of discomfort at having done a 
frivolous, if not a wicked thing; who are 
not actively hostile to the drama, per- 
haps, but who are quite indifferent to its 
higher development and to its elevation 
into a fine art. This class contains many 
refined, cultivated people—that is, they 
seem to be cultivated and refined fn all 
subjects except the drama. It is a con- 
stant puzzle to‘me why men and women 
who are thoroughly educated and devel- 
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lus In Shakespeare and Mollére.

ly drop to the mental range of children 
of five the moment they think and speak 
about the drama, 


Religious People and the Theatre. 


Again, we have a third class, a very 
large class, which contains some of the 
soundest and best elements of the Anglo- 
Saxon race—very influential, very respect- 
able, very much to be regarded, and con- 
sulted, and fearsd. And this large, influ- 
ential, religious class is in more or less 
active hostility to the theatre, and to the 
drama, and to everything and everybody 
connected therewith. We may call these 
three classes, respectively, the amuse- 
ment-seeking class; the moderate, reason- 
able, indifferent class; the hostile, re- 
ligious class. This is the very roughest 

d loosest division, and of course all 
these classes blend and shade into each 
other without any rigid line of distinction. 
I do not know how actively hostile to the 
drama are the religious elements in Amer- 
ican society. I am told that while the 
religious prejudice against the theatre is 
dying away in the eastern seaboard 
States, it is still most potent and aggres- 
sive in the West. But a story that was 
told me before leaving England will, I 
think, convince you that this religious 
prejudice is still a terrible hindrance to 
the highest development of your drama. 
Thore is nothing in which Americans can 
more legitimately take pride than in the 
magnificent public spirit shown by their 
wealthy citizens. Englishmen stand agape 
and envious at the large sums given by 
yonr nillionaircas to advance and endow 
all kinis of scientific, artistic, and social 
enterprises. I am told that a very large 
amount was designed by a wealthy Amer- 
ican to found and endow a National Amer- 
ican theatre on a most lavish scale, but 
he was persuaded by a religious friend to 
hold his hand and shut his pocket be- 
cause of the evil that a national the- 
atre might work in your midst. Consider 
what mischief was done to the whole 
American community by the frustration 
of that most wise, most humane, most 
benevolent scheme! Consider how many 
hundreds of thousands of your fellow- 
citizens will In consequence waste their 
evenings in empty frivolity when they 
might have been drawn to Shakespeare 
or Goethe. Therefore, we must still count 
that the hostile, religious spirit is very 
active and potent on your side of the 
Atlantic as upon ours. It everywhere sets 
up a current of ill-will and ill-nature 
toward the drama throughout the two en- 
‘ire nations; it everywhere stimulates op- 
position to the theatre; it keeps alive 
prejudices that would otherwise have died 
down two hundreds years ago, and it is, 
in my opinion, the one great obstacle to 
the rise and development of a serious, 
dignified, national art of the drama. 1! 
fear there will always be a crew of un- 
wholesome, religious fanatics In America 
and England who will be doomed at their 
birth to be hostile to the drama. It is 
useless to argue with them. You cannot 
argue the Jaundice out of a man, and ad- 
vise him that it fs foolish to have a sick- 
ly green complexion. He needs something 
far more drastic than advice and argu- 
ment. We must leave the fanatics to 
rave against the theatre and against all 
art and beauty. 

But among this actively hostile religious 
class, and also among the moderate, rea- 
sonable, {ndifferent class, there must be 
thousands who, having been nurturéd to 
regard the theatre as frivolous and empty 
and evil, have adopted the ideas current 
around them, and have never taken the 
trouble to examine their stock prejudices 
against the drama, and to inquire wheth- 
er there is any ground for them. To this 
large body of American and English citi- 
zens, to the heads and leaders of all those 
religious sects in America and England 
who are now hostile to the drama, and 
especially to that large allied class of 
influential, educated men in both coun- 
tries, who, if not actively hostile, are | 
supercilious and cold and indifferent and | 
blind to the alms and possibilities of this 
fine art—to all these citizens representing 
the best and soundest elements in the 
Anglo-American race we may make a 
strong and friendly appeal. I propose that 
we shall say *o them: 


An Appeal to the Puritan. 


“Brother Puritans, brother Pharisees, 
the dramatic instinct is ineradicable, in- 
exhaustible; it is entwjned with all the | 
roots of our nature; you may watch its 
incessaat activity in your own children; 
almost every moment of the day they 
are acting some little play; as we grow 
up and strengthen, this dramatio instinct 
grows up and ‘strengthens in us; as our 
shadow, it clings to us; we cannot es- 
cape from it; we cannot help picturing 
back to ourselves some copy of this 
strange, eventful history of ours; this 
strange, earthly life of ours throws every- 
where around us and within us reflec- 
tions and re-reflections of itself; we act 
it over and over again in the chambers 
of imagery, and in dreams, and on the 
silent secret stage of our own soul. When 
some master dramatist takes these reflec- 
tions and combines them and shapes them 
into a play for us, very nature herself is 
behind him, working through him for our 
welfare. So rigidly econcmical, so zeal- 
ously frugal is she, that what is at first 
a mere impulse to play, a mere {mpuise 
to masquerade and escape from life— 
this idle pastime she transforms and 
glorifies into a masterpiece of wisdom 
and beauty; it becomes our sweet and 
levable guide in the great business and 
conduct of life. This is what she did for 
Consider 
the utility of the theatre, you practical 
Americans and Englishmen! You have 
noticed cats v.eaching their kittens to 
play at catching mice. But this is 
their great business and duty in 
after life. You have noticed pup- 
pies pretending to hunt and shake and 
kill game. But this is their great busi- 
ness and duty in after life. That is what 
all children and young things do. They 
play at their father’s business. So that 
their playtime is not wasted, but is in- 
deed a wise, amusing way of preparing 
for life. So nature teaches us, her chil- 
dren, to play at life in the theatre, that 
we may carelessly and easily learn the 
great rules of conduct; that we may be- 
come insensibly instructed In the great 
art of living well, insensibly infected with 
a hatred for things base and ungentle and 
foul; insensibly infected with a passion 
for whatsoever things are true and honest 
and just and pure and lovely and of good 
report. 

“This, then, is the use of the theatre, 
that mon may learn the great rules of 
life and conduct in the guise of a play; 
Jearn them, not formally, didactically, as 
they learn .n school and in church, but 
pleasantly, insensibly, spontaneously, and 
oftentimes, believe me, with a more as- 
sured and lasting result in manners and 
conduct. Is not that a wise form of 
amusement? Ought not every good citi- 
zen to foster and encourage it? Then 
why, -Brother Puritans, why, Brother 
Pharisees, are you found in such bitter 
opposition to it? If you are the veritable 
salt of the earth, as by your demeanor 
we seem to sniff, and as by this ap- 

We are willing to allow—if you 
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j not languish from the lack of competent 
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the veritable salt of the earth, where can 
you exhale your savor to better effect 
than in the theatres of your native land? 
Come among us and brace and strengthen 
us; incidentally we may sweeten -and 
humanize you, and give you a larger out- 
look upon life. 

“Look at the vast population of our 
great cities crowding more and more into 
our theatres, demanding there to be given 
some kind of representation of life, some 
form of play. You cannot quench that | 
@emand. During the next generation hun- 
dreds of theatres will be opened all over 
America and England. If you abstain 
from visiting those theatres, you will not 
close them. Millions of your countrymen, 
the vast masses, will still frequent them. 
The effect of your absence, ag of your 
discountenance, will merely “be to lewer 
the moral and intellectual standard of 
the plays that will then be given. Will 
you never learn the lesson of the English 
Restoration, that when the best and most 
serious classes of the nation detest and 
defame their theatre, it instantly justifies 
their abuse and becomes indeed a scandal 
and a source of corruption? Many of you 
already put Shakespeare next to the Bible 
as the guide and inspirer of our race. 
Why, then, do you despise his calling, 
and vilify his disciples, and misunder- 
stand his art? Do you not see that this 
amus2ment which you neglect and flout 
and decry is more than an.amusement; 
is, indeed, at once the finest and the most 
popular of all the arts, with an immense 
influence on the daily lives of our fellow- 
citizens? Help us, then, to organize and 
endow ths fine art in all the cities of our 
Anglo-American race, wherever our com- 
mon tongue is spoken, from London to 
San Francisco. Help us to establish it in 
the esteem and affections of our fellow- 
countrymen, as the measure of our ad- 
vance in humanity and civilization, and fn 
that knowledge of ourselves which is the 
end and flower of all education!” 


Need of a National Impulse. 


Some such appeal may, I think, be made 
to the more seriously minded of our coun- 
trymen on both sides of the Atlantic. I 
have given it great. prominence In these 
lectures, because I feel that before we 
begin to build we need to clear the ground 
of the rank growths of prejudice and| 
Puritan hatred which still choke the 
drama. Both in England and America we 
seem to be waiting for some great na- 
tional impulse, some word of command for 
a general forward movement toward a 
creative school of drama. In spite of} 
many discouragements and.humiliations 
during the last ten or twelve years; in| 
spite of the hatred of the relfgious world, 
the indifference arid contempt of the edu- 
cated and artistic classes, the debased | 
frivolity of the multitude, the zealous 
envy and rage of those whose ignoble 
trade and daily bread it is to keep the 
drama on a degraded level—in spite of all 
these hindrances, I believe that word of 
command will be spoken, and that we 
shall march to it. But if'there fs to be 
any stability and permanence tn the move- 
ment, it must be a national one” \We nfust 
engage the sympathies and co-operation of 
all classes. We have many schisms and 
sects in religion; let us have none in the 
drama. I have taken much time, and, I 
fear, I have taxed your patience in thus 
clearing the ground. But having cleared 
the ground, we can begin to lay the cor- 
nerstones. I have already told you what 
seem to me to be the cornerstones of any 
school of drama worthy to be called na- 
tional In such countries as America and 
Hngland. Perhaps I may ere repeat them 
in the order of their importance. They 
are these: 

(1) The recognition of the drama as the 
highest and most difficult form of litera- 
ture; the establishment of definite and 
continuous relations between the drama 
and literature. 

(2) The acknowledged right of the dram- 
atist to deal with the serious problems of | 
life, with the passions of men and women 
in the spirit of the broad, wise, sane, | 
searching morality of the Bible and 
Shakespeare; his release from the hypo- 
critical fiction that his fellow-creatures 
are large wax dolls, stuffed with the saw- 
dust of sentimentality and impossible self- 
sacrifice. To sum up, the establishment 
of definite and continuous relations be- 
tween the drama and morality. } 

(83) The severance of the drama from | 
popular entertainment; the recognition of | 
it as a fine art which, though its lower 
ranges must always compound with mere 
popular entertainment, and be confused 
with it, Is yet essentially something dit. | 
ferent from popular entertainment, tran- | 
scends it, and in its higher ranges is in 
marked and eternal antagonism to pop- | 
ular entertainment. To sum _ up, the | 
establishment of definite and continnods | 
relations between the drama and her sis- | 
ter arts. 

(4) The establishment of those relations 
between actor and author which shall best 
ald the development of the drama; the | 
recognition by the public that there is an 
art of the drama as well as an art of act- 
ing; the assignment of their due place, 
and functions, and opportunities to each; 
the breaking down, so far as may be pos- 
sible, of the present deadening system of 
long runs; the provision of training 
schools for actors so that they may get 
constant practice and experience in varied 
roles, so that the auxiliary arts of the/ 
drama and the theatre may keep pace and | 
tune with each other, so that the art of 
acting may not languish for lack of new 
plays, and that the art of the drama may

and serious actors. To sum up, the estab- 
lishment of rigidly definite relations and 
well-marked boundaries between the art 
of the drama and the art of acting, to the | 
benefit and advancement of both actor 
and author. 

These seem to me to be the four corner- 
stones upon which we must build, if we 
are ever to raise, in England and Amer- 
{ca en art of the drama with any real 
influence and import and dignity in An- 
glo-American civilization. 

But-each of these four divisions of the | 
drama demands consideration and exami- 
nation by itself. 

Especially I should have liked to speak 
in this place upon the modern drama and 
Uiterature. But I felt that the clearing 
of the ground was of primary importance, 
And now that I have given so much time 
to that troublesome operation, I fear you 
have been thinking that in Harvard at 
least the ground has been already cleared, 
and the first cornerstone, the cornerstone 
that is to bind together literature and the | 
modern drama, has been already laid by | 
Prof. Baker. 

Well, that is a most encouraging fact 
which I gladly recognize and acclaim. 


Modern Drama at Oxford 
and at Harvard, 


After years of unsuccessful endeavor to 
get our English playgoers to read and 
examine in the study the plays that had 
delighted them on the stage, I one day 
received from Prof. Baker a letter to the 
effect that, as Professor of English Lit- 
erature, he had given his Harvard stu- 
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wards that I have received in England 
and America, I value most of all the 
recognftion that was conveyed in that let- 
ter. It was a bold and original action on 
Prof. Baker’s part. He must have met 
with considerable opposition and pérhaps 
some derision. I woncer wnat Oxford 
would say if it were suggested to her that 
modern English plays should form a par¢ 
of her teaching. Oxford might rouse her 
self for a moment if some bold messenge? 
dare knock at her gates on such an er- 
rand, and her reply would be, ‘“‘ Aeschylus 
I know, and Sophocles and Euripides I 
know, but who are ye?” 

‘ Representatives of 
drama.”’ 

“ Modern drama? The parvenus, 
Shakespeare and Moliére, have pushed 
their way into my precincts. They repre- 
sent the modern drama here.” 

“No! No! Not the drama of: three 
centuries ago, and of a vanished civiliza- 
tion, but the drama of to-day, the modern 
drama.”’ 

“There is no modern drama,” Oxford 
would sternly reply. 

“Yes! Yes! Our plays run for: hun- 
dreds of nights and take up a vast quan- 
tity of the Winter leisure of our city mill. 
fons, and help to fill the empty spaces In 
their skulls where their brains ought to 
be,”’ 

“Blank verse? "’ 

“*No—plain prose.” 

“Polished English prose?” 
would ask. 

“No. Unfortunately the English and 
American public have abandoned for the 
present the habit of speaking in blank 
verse, or even in polished prose;.and for 
the most part talk a slovenly, slangy 
shorthand which, faithfully taken down, 
reads much like a sporting man's tele- 
gram. If we were.to put into the mouths 
of our characters a dignified, resounding 
prose, with nicely balanced cadences, we 
should be told we were stilted and unnat- 
ural. So we put into the mouths of our 
characters the actual phrases of the mar- 
ket place and the drawing room, and we 
are scorned for not being men of letters 
and writing literature.” 

“But are you men of letters? Do you 
write literature?’ Oxford would solemnly 
demand. 

“Well, scarcely at present,” we could 
only stammer. 

“Then why should Oxford loose her 
hoary dignity and condescend to such as 
you?”’ 

“Well, we trusted that Oxford, as the 
centre of English learning and education, 
might aid .us in .rescuing the English

eidentally, in helping to set a standard of 
manners and conversation all over the 
English-speaking world.”’ 

“This smacks to me of elevating th 
masses, and never will I unbend my rev- 
erend energies to such revolting drudgery. 
The masses! The masses! Let them 
darken in labor and pain without my 
I am the home of lost causes and 

ecaying superstitions! What concern 
have I, Oxford, with the masses?” 

‘But it isn’t merely the masses. You 
must have noticed how all classes of so- 
clety regard our modern drama—’”’ 

‘Modern drama!” Oxford would thun- 
der. ‘All things modern I abhor. Has 
not my old age been vexed and shaken 
enough by ‘modern’ science?. Modern 
drama, forsooth! There is no modern 
drama! Away! You are raw! You are 
crude! You are vulgar! I suspect you 
are improper! And I allow none but clas- 
sic improprieties within my hallowed 
eloisters! Away, you plebelans! You 
mountebanks! You interlopers! Profane 
not my.gray serenity with your uncouth 
diction!; Avaunt, and quit my sight! 
Your blood is warm! Your bones are full 
of the marrow of youth! Your eyeg 
flash back the sunlight! You are alive! 
ee none but the dead to enter 

ere! 

Thus would Oxford answer, I fear, and 
let fall the massive portcullis of her learn- 
ing, shutting us out forever, while she 
goes dreaming on among her dreaming 
spires: 

But Harvard has welcomed us. Hare 
vard has welcomed us, and the othe 
American universities have also open 
their doors. I have said that Prof. Baker 
did a notable and courageous thing iz 
recognizing the modern English drama at 
Harvard. I believe he also did a wise 
and far-seeing thing, a deed that may re- 
turn in future days, like a happy harvest- 
man bringing sheaves of ripe and beni 
Sr to American art and civili- 
zation, 


The Glory That Waits for 
the American Stage. 


When I was in America last Autumn 
after an absence of twenty years I could 
not help feeling myself in the presence of 
immense forces that are gradually shift- 
ing the foundations and changing the drift 
of Anglo-American civilization. I could 
not help feeling that the sceptre of mate- 
rial prosperity is slipping from our hands 
into your vigorous, remorseless grasp. I 
could not avoid the uneasy presentiment 
that in a few generations the centre and 
seat of whatever system of Anglo-Amer- 
ican civilization may then be current will 
be irrevocably fixed on this side the At- 
lantic. That cannot be other than a sad- 
dening, chilling thought to an Englishman 
who loves his country. I cannot but think 
{t will bring some sympathetic regret te 
many Americans. Yet, after all, your 
chief feeling must be one of pride and 
triumph in your young Nation, and you 
will chant over us your Emerson's ring- 
ing notes: 

The lord is the peasant that wag, 
The peasant the lord that shall be; 

The lord ts hay, the peasant grass, 
One dry, one the living tree. 

But the Empire of Mammon sycks after 
it other empires; perhaps in our modern 
commercial world it will suck after it all 
other empires, all arts, all interests, all 


respcnaibilities, all leaderships, Yet we 
must still trust that In the days to come, 
as in days of old, tt will not be the sceptre 
of material prosperity that will finally 
hold sway over the earth: Granted that, 
in a short time as reckoned by the life of 
nations, we shall have to hand over to 
you, with what grace we may, the sceptre 
of material prosperity, shall we not still 
hold that other magic wand, shadowy, in- 
visible, but more compuisive than sceptrés 
or gold or iron—the sceptre of literary, in- 
tellectual, and artistic dominion? Or will 
you wrest that also from us? May we not 
rather hope to see both nations united in 
a great assay to build one common monu- 
ment of graceful, wise, beautiful, digni-

Atlantic? Your Nation has, what al 
young nations have, what England is los- 
ng, the power to be moved by ideas, and 
that divine resilient quality of youth, the 
ower to be stirred and frenzied by ideals. 
f a guest whom you have honored so 
much, if your most fervent well-wisher 
may presume to whisper his most fervent 
wishes for a country to whom he ig so 
deeply indebted, he would say, “‘ As\ou 
vie with us in friendly games and contésts 
of bodily strength, may you more rego- 
lutely vie with us for the mastership in 
art and in the ornament of life; build 
stateller homes, nobler cities, and more 
aspiring temples than we have built; let 
your lives be fuller of meaning and pur- 
pose than ours have lately been; have the 
wisdom richly to endow and uiveastngty 
to foster all the arts, and all that makes 
for majesty of life and character rather 
than for material ee and comfort. 
Especially foster and honor this supreme 
art of Shakespeare’s, so much neglected 
and misunderstood in both countries; en- 
dow it in all your cities; build handsome, 
spacious theatres; train your actors; re 
ward your dramatists, amin with 
fees, but lavishly with laurels; bid them 
dare to paint American life sanely, truth- 
fully, searchingly, for you. Dare to see 
your life thus painted. Dare to let your 
drama ridicule and reprove your follies 
and vices and deformities. Dare to let it 
mock and whip, as well as amuse, we. 
Dare to let it be a faithful mirror. a 
it one of your chief counselors. Set it on

After a child was entered upon the 
fund's books a nurse went into its home 
and tried to teach the mother the value 
proper ventilation, nourishment, and 
Much has been accomplished 
by these nurses in alding the Department 
of Health nurses in their struggles 
against tuberculosis and other communi- 
cable diseases. 

A year ago in April stage centres were 
established in all the hespita having 
ehildren's wards, dispensaries, tenement 
house districts, and schools for crippled 
ehildren. One or two nurses and a strong 
man to carry the tots up and down stairg 
always accompany the stage. Stage tr 
are made from April to November, e 
child being taken out at least once en 
usually twice each week. The stages run 
over the asphalted streets, and take in as 
much as possible the buildings of inter 
est along the way. Far more interest is 
taken in our great buildings by these tots 
who have been deprived of so much of 
their birthright than could ever ba 
guessed by any one who had not been 
with them. And they feel themselves the 
heroes of their neighborhoods, as is gvi- 
one boy who always calls to 
companions as he drives a 
a peg leg, tellers?’

Last year 539 driving parties were given, 
affording 7,646 individual dyives. To hun- 
dreds these drives have proved the mental 
stimulus that they have long needed. 
Many had become stupefied through n 
lect, and the ignorance in their parents 
in their care seemed to doom» them to 
utter hopelessness. Through the efforts 
of the fund to take them “ out to see the 
sunshine’ new channels of cure have 
been opened up to them, or, where cures 
may not be effected, help for both bo 
and mind is afforded through co-opera 
tion with other philanthropies never be- 
fore known by these needy ones. 

How far that ray of sunshine that pene- 
trated through the gloom of the hospital 
three years ago will reach cannot now be 
estimated. It is still shining with ever- 
increasing brightness. ‘Thus far it has 
shone only on the afflicted children of 
Manhattan, but there are hundreds of 
needy ones in Brooklyn and in the Bronx. 
These cry to see the sunshine, and their 
wail is a bitter one. 

The census making and the taking of 
stories of these children are con- 
the utmost tmportance, as all 
the information is imparted to the Board 
of Health and to physicians who are 
makine a special study of the causes of 
erippling.
